1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Figure 4 is a schematic diagram showing a structure of an OFDM receiving 
apparatus according to a first embodiment of the present invention. 

Figure 5 is a schematic diagram showing a structure of an OFDM receiving 
apparatus according to a second embodiment of the present invention. 

Figure 6 is a schematic diagram showing a structure of an OFDM receiving 
apparatus according to a third embodiment of the present invention. 

The species are independent or distinct because each embodiment of Figures 4, 
5 and 6 has different special features. For example, Figure 4 (claims 1-8 and 13) 
includes the special features of a sub-carrier selecting section (16) for comparing 
powers of output signals from carrier restoring sections (13-15) provided for each sub- 
carrier, and selectively combining the powers of the output signals for each sub-carrier 
and a power controlling section (22, 21-1 to 21 -L) for controlling power supplied to the 
carrier restoring sections connected to antennas (11-1 to 11-L), based on sub-carrier 
selection information from the sub-carrier selecting section. Figure 5 (claims 9-10 and 
14) includes the special features of a power detecting section (31), provided in each of a 
plurality of receiving systems, for detecting an average power of an output signal of a 
radio frequency and intermediate frequency section (13); a power comparing section 
(31) for comparing average powers of the output signals of the radio frequency and 
intermediate frequency sections (13-1 to 13-L) of each of the receiving systems; and a 
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power controlling section (22, 21-1 to 21 -L) for controlling power supplied to a digital 
converter and a Fourier transform section (14,15) of each of the receiving systems 
based on a result of comparison by the power comparing section. Figure 6 (claims 1 1- 
12 and 15) includes the special features of a sub-carrier selecting section (16) for 
comparing powers of output signals of each of receiving systems for each sub-carrier, 
and selectively combining the powers of output signals for each sub-carrier; a power 
detecting section (31), provided in each of a plurality of receiving systems, for detecting 
an average power of an output signal of a digital converter section (14); a power 
comparing section (31) for comparing average powers of output signals of digital 
converters (14-1 to 14-L); and a power controlling section 22, 21-1 to 21-L) for 
controlling power supplied to a Fourier transform section (15) of each of the plurality of 
receiving systems based on a result of comparison by the power comparing section. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
